At a'meeting of the Board of Visitors of the Institution for the 
education of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, held at the Insti- 
tution, on Friday, December 7th, 1866: i

Virginia, which being examined, was approved by the Board, and - 
thereupon it was ordered, that the Secretary communicate a copy 
of said Report to His Excellency A. I. Boreman, Governor of West 
Virginia, with a request that he will lay it before the Legislature 
of his State.

“THE INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB AND THE BLIND, 
DECEMBER 7th, 1866. 


To the President and Visitors of the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind: 


In accordance with your instructions, the following Report con- 

cerning the pupils from West Virginia, is respectfully submitted: 
. You will find their names distributed into three Classes ;—the 
first embracing all those who were in the Institution for different 
periods, from the 17th day of April 1861, down tothe first of Jan- 
uary 1866 ;—the second, all those who were in the Institution at 
any time, between the 29th day of June, 1868, and the first of Jan- 
uary 1866; and the third, those who have been in the Institution 
during the present calendar year. 

In ascertaining their indebtedness to the Institution they are 
charged at the rate of two hundred dollars per annum, that is $150 
for Board and: Tuition, and $50 for Clothing,—which you аге” 
aware, is the present charge pay for pupils, or for pupils from 
other States.

Thus it is seen that the Board, Tuition and Clothing of the pupils 
of the First class amounted, on the first of January last to the sum 
of $16,476 683, of the Second class, to $7,072 534, and that the 
Board, Tuition and Clothing of the pupils of the last class will 
amount on the first of January 1867, to the sum of $1,833 334. 

-Upon what basis a final settlement will be had between the two 
States, І am not at present informed. But should the new State re- 
fuse to recognize the incurring of any obligations with regard to the 
pupils of Western Virginia, up to the 20th of June 1863, she can- 
not, I am sure, with propriety refuse after that period, nor do I be- 
lieve that she will think of repudiating so just a claim as this Insti- 
tution has had against her since then. 

According to my view of the matter, there will be due to the In- 
stitution on the first day of January next, the sum of $8,905 863, 
which amount will have then accrued since the erection of the new 
- State, for the Board and Tuition of the Deaf-mutes and Blind chil- 
dren. But should there be-any difficulty in the collection of the 
whole of this sum, I trust the proper authorities of West Virginia 
will, at any rate, see the obvious necessity of paying the sum that 
that State will have incurred within the present calendar year.
